Mrs. Kennedy’s lawyers are 
preparing papers seeking a tem- 
porary injunction to stop publica- 
tion. Summonses have already 
been served on Harper and Row. 
publishers of the book, and Cowles 
Communications, publishers ot 
Look magazine, which is to 
serialise the work. 


Mr. Bennett Cerf, chairman of 
another publishing firm. Random 
House, said in a speech at Yale 
University last night that the 
manuscript described how Mr. 
Johnson went to the airport and 
boarded the presidential plane, 
which was parked next to the 
vice-presidential one. 

When Mrs. Kennedy and those 
accompanying her arrived at the 
airport with the coffin containing 
President Kennedy’s body they

At that time Mrs. Kennedy was 
in a state of grief, “she was not 
self-censoring, but was relying on 
Mr Manchester’s agreement not 
to publish anything that would be 
offensive to her.**

up publication was said to be J 
based on a signed agreement be- I 
tween Mr. Manchester and Sena- 
tor Robert Kennedy, the late 
President’s brother. One clause j 
provided that the final text should 
be approved by Mrs. Kennedy and , 
Senator Kennedy. j 

“ Far too painful ” ? 

Neither has yet read the manu- 
script. “To have done .*o. would 
be far too painful.'* the family 
friend said. But it has been read 
by several of their representatives. 

Harper and Row said they had [ 
made four sets of “ substantial" 
revisions at the request of Mrs. 
Kennedy and other members of c 
the family. All profits beyond 
a ** small return " on investment 
would go to the Kennedy Library 
in Boston. i

tion for his work.
